The  coins  offered  in  this  catalog  comprise  the  David  L.  Spence 
Collection  of  Colonial  Coins  which  embraces  virtually  every  facet  of 
this  fascinating  series  of  early  Americana,  and  an  outstanding  Collec- 
tion of  United  States  Half  Cents.  These  coins  compliment  the  outstanding 
James  A.  Stack  Collection  which  preceded  this  sale  on  March  13,  14, 
15,  1975. 

The  Colonial  Coins,  although  not  large  in  number,  ranks  among 
the  finest  quality  collections  we  have  ever  sold  or  seen  offered.  It  is  a 
broad  "type"  collection  commencing  with  Massachusetts  Silver,  featur- 
ing an  exquisite  Oak  Tree  Shilling;  with  specialized  areas  such  as 
Rosa  Americana;  Woods,  including  a Farthing  in  Silver;  Voce  Populi, 
headed  by  two  varieties  of  Farthings;  the  Raleigh  Plantation  Token; 
important  State  coinage;  two  varieties  of  Continental  Dollars;  Fugio 
Cents  including  a Unique  variety  and  other  Fugio  items  sold  for  the 
first  time  in  this  century;  Bar  Cent;  Myddleton  Token  in  Silver;  Mark 
Newby  Farthing  in  Silver;  a specialized  collection  of  Washingtonia; 
and  closing  with  a nice  group  of  Colonial  Paper  Money.  OVER  HALF 
THE  COLLECTION  IS  IN  MINT  STATE. 

The  U.  S.  Half  Cent  Collection  numbers  67  in  all,  and  of  that,  over 
30  are  in  PROOF.  The  collection  features  both  varieties  of  the  Extremely 
Rare  1796  Half  Cent  in  Uncirculated  condition.  There  are  other  fasci- 
nating coins  in  this  collection  such  as  the  1802  Reverse  of  1800,  1811 
Restrike,  and  a fantastic  array  of  the  very  rare  "Proof  Only"  years. 

Because  of  the  importance  of  these  two  collections,  we  have  de- 
parted from  our  usual  style  of  presentation.  The  James  A.  Stack  Collec- 
tion is  in  one  catalog,  and  the  Spence  Collection  along  with  the  Half 
Cents  is  in  a separate  catalog.

This  magnificent  specimen  shows  no  signs  of  wear  at  all,  and  has 

only  a very  minor  planchet  defect  over  the  5 of  date.  Oval  shaped 
as  are  most  if  not  all  of  this  variety.  The  planchet  still  retains  its 
original  waviness  as  struck.  A beautiful  pink  and  blue  toned  gem.

687  1652  Pine  Tree  Shilling.  Noe  5.  Large  planchet.  Quite  a scarce  variety,  only 

two  have  appeared  in  public  sales  over  the  past  several  years.  Even  the 
extensive  Stearns  sale  (Mayflower,  December  1966)  did  not  have  one.  Early 
die  state,  with  the  tree  stronger  than  on  most  seen,  and  the  vestige  of  a 
period  after  NEW.  An  excellent  specimen,  almost  perfectly  round,  and  only 
light  signs  of  even  wear.

The  obverse 
clearly  shows  that  the  first  A of  MASATHVSETS  is  recut  from  a former 
improper  position  (a  feature  not  mentioned  by  Noe).  The  reverse  shows  what 
appears  to  be  the  upright  of  an  erroneous  L under  the  G (another  feature 
not  mentioned  by  Noe).  The  smaller  ITs  of  the  denomination  are  in  sharp 
evidence  under  the  recut  larger  ones.  An  excellent  and  most  interesting 
coin.

689  1652  Pine  Tree  Shilling.  Noe  25.  Another  somewhat  scarce  and  very  interesting 

variety  with  the  W of  NEW  (on  the  reverse)  being  formed  by  2 VV's,  im- 
joined.  Struck  slightly  off  center  to  the  left  affecting  only  the  top  of  first  T of 
MASATHVSETS.  A planchet  defect  at  upper  right  affecting  the  right  top  of 
second  T.  Light  even  wear  and  a natural  dark  grey  silver  toning.  Extremely 
Fine.

1652  Pine  Tree  Threepence.  Noe  36.  A sharply  struck  specimen,  and  compara- 
tively well  centered  with  almost  complete  beading  on  obverse,  and  complete 
on  reverse.  The  second  S of  MASATHVSETS  is  recut  from  a lower  position 
(not  mentioned  by  Noe).  Every  letter  fully  on  the  planchet  and  every  tiny 
detail  very  sharp.  A most  unusual  and  rare  condition,  with  lovely  pink  and 
blue  toning.

This,  however,  is  a later 
die  state  showing  a previously  unknown  and  unpublished  die  break  from  the 
rim  to  the  left  serif  of  the  first  T in  MASATHVSETS.  Again  every  letter  is  com- 
pletely on  the  planchet,  and  every  detail  including  the  recut  S is  in  full 
sharpness.  Natural  light  grey  toning.  Extremely  Fine.

1652  (c.  1860)  Good  Samaritan  Shilling.  Wyatt  Copy.  Silver.  Most  probably 
made  by  Thomas  Wyatt  about  1860,  or  possibly  by  Edwin  Bishop  who  pur- 
chased the  dies  from  Wyatt  a short  time  later.  Though  there  are  no  official 
accurate  records  as  to  the  amount  struck,  Wyatt  was  said  to  have  struck 
12  sets  of  his  copies  in  Silver,  and  Bishop  30  sets.  If  this  is  true  there  were 
only  42  specimens  made.  Certainly  less  than  that  number  exist.  We  can't 
recall  having  seen  one  offered  at  public  auction  in  recent  years.  Uncircu- 
lated.

709  1723  Halfpenny.  11  harpstrings.  Another  superb  coin  that  is  undoubtedly  a 

Proof.  This  might  even  be  a pattern  as  we  note  a feature  that  we  don't 
recall  having  seen  on  any  other  specimen  of  Woods  coinage:  A belt  of 
beads  at  the  waist  of  the  reverse  figure.  A hint  of  this  feature  is  apparent  on 
the  farthing  (lot  707  above)  but  is  not  sharp  enough  to  be  described  as  such. 
Again,  every  detail  is  needle-sharp.  Full  proof  surfaces  and  a perfect  com- 
panion piece  to  lot  707.

710  1724  Farthing.  10  harpstrings  with  period  after  date.  A most  difficult  coin  to 

find  in  any  condition.  The  former  owner's  notation  on  his  envelope  says, 
"original  tinning."  Though  the  coin  is  plated,  it  could  be  either  silver  or  tin 
plating,  we  find  no  reference  in  Nelson  that  any  of  these  coins  were  origin- 
ally plated.  It  is  a well  centered  and  well  struck  coin,  a minimum  amount  of 
even  wear,  with  copper  showing  through  on  the  high  spots.  Extremely  Fine.

A lovely  specimen  with  a few  very  trivial 
planchet  flaws.  Much  rarer  than  the  1722  or  1723  halfpennies,  especially  in 
top  quality.  Better  centered  and  more  sharply  struck  than  Lot  312  in  our 
Groves  sale,  November  1974  at  $420.00.  This  example  exhibits  some  original 
mint  red  in  letters,  etc.,  but  overall  a pleasing  light  olive.  Uncirculated.

712  1760  Farthing.  Nelson  1.  Large  letters.  Considerably  rarer  than  any  of  the  half- 

pennies, and  very  difficult  to  find  in  any  condition.  A very  sharp  obverse 
strike,  slightly  off  center.  The  reverse  is  weakly  struck  in  the  central  portion 
which  is  not  unusual.  Incusation  from  the  clashed  dies  is  visible  on  the 
obverse.  Smooth  clean  surfaces,  devoid  of  any  defect  or  damage.  Far  rarer 
them  most  people  realize.  Lovely  even  chocolate  brown.  About  Uncirculated. 


CATION  OF  THE  BUST.  OF  THE  HIGHEST  RARITY,  In  our  June 
1973  sale  (lot  854)  we  sold  the  actual  Nelson  specimen  for  $5,000.00. 
When  Nelson  wrote  his  book  (1905)  he  only  knew  of  that  one  speci- 
men, but  had  heard  of  another.  Fortunately,  we  have  been  able  to 
examine  both  varieties  and  we  have  come  to  the  conclusion  that 
Nelson  2 (this  variety)  was  evidently  struck  before  Nelson  1.  Some 
of  the  letters  of  the  reverse  (which  is  the  same  for  both  varieties) 
are  thinner  on  this  variety  and  had  been  strengthened  before 
striking  Nelson  1.  Though  this  specimen  is  slightly  off  center  and  on 
a somewhat  irregular  planchet  (which  only  affects  the  very  bottom 
of  1 in  date),  it  is  superior  to  the  Nelson  specimen  in  that  it  is  more 
sharply  struck,  the  surface  is  less  porous,  there  is  no  evidence  of 
circulation  or  corrosion,  and  there  is  some  original  mint  red  in  some 
of  the  letters.  Overall  a lovely  natural  light  olive  color  and  the 
finest  of  only  two  specimens  known  to  us.  UNCIRCULATED.

which  makes  it  a rarity  for  condition  alone.  A very  strong  strike  and  well 
centered.  Only  the  lightest  hint  of  rubbing  on  the  very  highest  points.  En- 
graver's finishing  marks  still  visible  in  the  field.  The  only  comparable  speci- 
men that  we  can  recall  being  sold  at  public  auction  was  at  the  Merkin  Sale, 
June  12,  1968,  lot  71,  where  it  opened  at  $270.00  and  after  spirited  bidding 
finally  sold  to  a floor  bidder  at  $420.00.  A beautiful  light  olive.  Uncirculated, 
traces  of  faded  mint  color.

718  1760  Halfpenny.  Nelson  8.  Rarity  6.  Brass.  Evidently  a cast,  and  a contemporary 


counterfeit.  Made  to  circulate  as  a halfpenny,  and  as  such  is  collectible  in 
this  series.  Quite  porous  as  are  most  early  casts,  and  with  some  green 
corrosion  stains.  Very  Fine.

719  1760  Halfpenny.  Nelson  9.  One  of  the  common  varieties  but  again  a lovely 


specimen.  A very  strong  strike,  perfectly  centered,  and  with  only  a minimum 
amount  of  light  rubbing  on  the  very  high  spots.

A WORD  ABOUT  THE  FOLLOWING  FUGIO  CENTS 


Crosby,  in  his  monumental  work:  EARLY  COINS  OF  AMERICA,  1875  (page  300). 
in  discussing  these  coins,  says,  "There  are,  besides  the  regular  issue  of  these  coins, 
other  pieces  of  the  same  general  character,  supposed  to  be  patterns  . . " Mr.  New- 
man, in  his  monograph  on  this  series:  VARIETIES  OF  THE  FUGIO  CENT,  Wayte 
Raymond's  Coin  Collector's  Journal,  #144,  1952  (pages  11-12)  also  refers  to  these 
coins  as  patterns. 

After  a careful  examination  of  these  coins,  as  compared  to  the  regular  business 
strikes,  and  the  restrikes  of  the  1860  period  (Newman  104-FF),  it  is  our  opinion  that 
these  pieces  were  most  probably  struck  in  the  1860's. 

Regardless  of  their  origin,  however,  all  are  excessively  rare.  We  doubt  that 
more  than  two  or  three  examples  are  known  of  each  variety  in  copper,  silver  and 
brass.  The  three  offered  here  were  originally  in  the  C.  T.  Whitman  collection  sold 
by  S.  & H.  Chapman  on  May  10  and  11,  1893.  At  that  time  they  were  purchased 
by  R.  C.  H.  Brock  and  then  went  to  the  University  of  Pennsylvania.  Subsequently 
they  passed  through  the  hands  of  John  J.  Ford,  Jr.  (New  Netherlands  Coin  Co.), 
Dr.  Sloss  and  Dr.  Spence.  TO  THE  BEST  OF  OUR  KNOWLEDGE  NO  SPECIMENS  IN 
ANY  METAL  HAVE  BEEN  OFFERED  AT  PUBLIC  AUCTION  IN  THIS  CENTURY.
